The  records  of  the  Water  Department  of  the  City  of 
Inglewood  reflect  that  FONTECCHIO  purchased  the  property  at 
8816  5th  Avenue,  Inglewood,  California  in  March  19^3. 

Inquiry  at  the  Real  Estate  Commissions  Office,  State 
of  California,  Spring  Arcade  Building,  on  July  3,  1958  re¬ 
vealed  that  JOSEPH  P.  FONTECCHIO,  83l6  5th  Avenue,  Inglewood, 
California  has  a  Real  Estate  Broker’s  license,  which  will 
expire  on  December  31,  1958  and  that  he  has  a  Business 
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Opportunities  license  which  expired  on  June  30,  1957  but  which 
could  be  renewed  at  any  time  prior  to  June  30,  1958.  The 
records  fail  to  show  a  renewal  of  this  latter  license,  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  clerk  on  duty.  These  records  also  show  that  FON- 
TECCHIO  operates  under  the  name  of  the  Fonte  Realty  Company, 
2015  ’Jest  Manchester  Boulevard,  Los  Angeles,  California. 

The  current  Los  .Angeles  telephone  directory  and  the 
records  of  the  Clerk  of  Los  Angeles  County,  Corporations  and 
Miscellaneous  Records,  3rd  and  Hill  Street,  contain  no  record 
on  the  Fonte  Realty  Company. 

Observation  of  the  premises  at  2015  West  Manchester 
Boulevard.  Los  Angeles,  revealed  that  this  is  the  real  estate 
office  of  I  I  On  July  'J ,  1958,  a  telephone  call 

was  made  to  this  office  and  inquiry  was  made  for  F01JTECCHI0 . 
The  man  answering  the  telephone  advised  that  FONTEGCHIO  was 
not  in  and  that  he  does  not  keep  regular  hours  at  this  office 
and  suggested  that  FONTECCHIO  be  called  at  his  residence  at 
88l6  5th  Avenue  in  Inglewood,  California. 

On  July  8,  1958,  information  was  obtained,  at  the

No  evidence  developed  to  date  that  Subject  Is  engaged  or  has  been

well  to  do  financially.  Analysis  of  Subject's  bank  accounts  disclose 
nothing  of  value.  Informant  advised  Subject  believed  to  b®  very 
influential  among  Sicilians  in  San  Francisco  area.  Subject  registered 
at  Hotel  New  Yorker*  New  York  City*  New  York  on  H/ll/57  and  checked 
out  on  11/15/57  but  reportedly  did  not  occupy  room  on  night  of 
ll/l3/57o  RUSSELL  BUFALINO  in  testimony  at  deportation  hearing

LANZA,  father  of  Subject*,  he  stated  that 
he  (FRANK  LANZA)  had  also  been  in  business  around  San  Franc iscOo  He 
stated  that  FRANK  LANZA  was  in  the  wine  business*,  the  olive  oil 
business  and  at  one  time  was  one  of  the  ownera  of  the  Exposition  Fish 
Grotto  on  Fishermen0  s  Wharf „  He  related  that  FRANK  LANZA  sold  his 
interest  in  the  Exposition  Fish  Grotto  after  a  very  short  time  in 
the  venthfpo 


He  related  that  FRANK  LANZA  had  always  used  the  name 
!,-LANZA  Company3  or  something  similar  with  the  LANZA  came  in  the 
title  of  his  business  0  He  related  that  FRANK  LANZA  had  always  been 
considered  a  very  well,  tc  do.  man  by  the  Sicilians  in  this  areac 
He  stated  that  FRANK  LANZA  was  a  gambler  in  the  stock  market  meaning 
thathe  often  took  a  ' -flyer  3  on  stock  market  tips  involving  large 
sums  of  money,,  He  stated  that  FRANK  LANZA  lost  a  great  deal  of  money 
in  the  stock  market  cssgh  cf  1929  and  that  he  would  have  been  very 
wealthy  when  he  died  had  it  not  been  for  this  facto  He  stated 
that  even  though  FRA  IS  LANZA  lost  a  great  deal  of  money  in  1929 
he.  apparently  left  his  children  a  good  deal  of  money  since  they  have

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always  lived  comfortably  and  well*  It  was  his  opinion  that 
FRANK  LANZA  left  a  good  deal  of  property  and  stocks  to  his 
children  when  he  died*  He  was  unable  to  recall  when  FRANK  LANZA, 
or  his  wife  dieds  but  believed  that  FRANK  LANZA  died  before  his 
wife.  He  stated  that  they  both  died  in  San  Franeieeoo

of  the  fact  that  she  was  a  Sicilian  and  very  few  people  knew  that  she 
was  Sicilian,,  He  claimed  that  he  himself  could  not  speak  Italian 
as  Italian  was  never  spoken  around  their  house „ 

IRYING  advised  that  he  started  his  accounting  business  in 
the  1920° s  and  until  recently  when  his  son  joined  the  firm,,  at  least 
90$  of  his  business  was  with  Italians  and  Greeks  „  He  related  that 
his  having  many  Sicilians  as  clients  started  in  the  prohibition  days2 
when  he  had  a  bootlegger  as  a  client,.  From  that  client  he  obtained 
other  Sicilians  as  clients  „  It  is  noted  that  IRYING  has  been  the 
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the  accountant  for  several  Sicilians  whose  names  have  come  to  the 
attention  of  law  enforcement  offices <,  It  is  noted  that  he  was  the 
accountant  of  the  Tropical  Bar  and  Gafes  which  was  reportedly  a 
hangout  around  1947  forSieilians  of  questionable  character «  He 
was  also  the  accountant  for  the  Sonland  Sales  Cheese  and  Olive  Oil 
Gompa ny0 


IRVING  was  acquainted  with  most  of  MIKE  ABATE 8 s  associates 
and  claimed  that  he  had  no  idea  that  any  of  them  were  engaged  in 
any  Illegal  activity  until  ABATE0®  arrest  in  connection  with  the 
NICK  BE  JOHN  Murder o  IRVING  was  acquainted  with  all  of  the  suspects 
in  this  murder  ease,, 

IRVING  advised  that  he  had  been  acquainted  with  JAMES 
LANZA  for  several  years0  He  advised  that  he  considered  JAMES  LANZA 
the  (SKing  pinra  of  the  Sicilian  element  in  the  San  Francisco  area0 
He  was  questioned  a®  to  whether  JAMES  LANZA  or  ANTHONY  LANZA  was  the 
more  influential  in  the  Sicilian  element 0  He  quickly  advised  that 
ANTHONY  LANZA  was  merely  the  bookkeeper  of  the  firm  and  that  there 
was  no  question  but  what  JAMES  LANZA  was  the  more  important  and 
influential  of  the  two» 

IRVING  advised  that  he  sold  considerable  olive  oil  to  the 
Veronica  Olive  Oil  Company  of  Oakland*,  California o  This  company 
is  owned  and  operated  by  the  ESPOSITO  family0  TONY  ESPOSITO  was 
in  charge  until  recently  when  he  diedo 

IRVING  advised  that  once  JAMES  LANZA  remarked  to  him 
that  if  he  (IRVING)  had  any  collection  problems  with  Italians*,  to 
let  him  (LANZA)  kn©w0  IRVING  advised  that  once  TONY  ESPOSITO 
of  Veronica  Olive  Oil  Company s  failed  to  honor  a  sight  draft0  He 
did  not  recall  the  amount  of  the  draft  but  stated  that  it  would 
have  b9en  a  sizable  amount  as  those  sight  drafts  generally  ran 
between  $S*,000o  and  $32<,000o  IRVING  stated  that  he  mentioned  to 
JAMES  LANZA  that  TONY  ESPOSITO  had  failed  to  honor  a  sight  draft  0 
LANZA  told  him  that  he  (LANZA)  would  take  care  of  the  matter 0 
IRVING  stated  that  within  an  hour  he  received  a  call  from.  TOM 
ESPOSITO  and  TONI  ESPOSITO  told  him  that  he  (ESPOSITO)  had  put  a 
check  in  the  nail  for  the  amcunto  ESPOSITO  requested  him  to  contact 
him  personally  the  next  time  there  was  any  misunderstanding  relative 
to  their  business  transactions,  and  requested  him  not  to  tell  JAMES 
LANZA  about  such  matters,, 
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IRVING  also  related  that  when  he  purchased  the  Oro  Olive  Oil 
Plant  there  was  a  second  or  third  mortgage  held  by  Veronica  Olive  Oil 
Company.  Through  some  technicality  this  mortgage  was  not  cleared  by 
the  Government  when  the  Government  foreclosed  on  the  Oro  Olive  Oil 
Company  and  sold  it  to  IRVING.  TONI  ESPOSITO  demanded  i3»000.  from 
IRVING.  IRVING  related  that  he  took  this  natter  up  with  the  Government 
Agency  which  handled  the  transaction.  He  was  advised  that  the 
technicality  would  immediately  be  cleared  up  but  operation  at  the  plant 
could  be  held  up  for  probably  60  days  by  ESPOSITO.  IRVING  stated  he 
told  ABATE  that  operation  could  not  he  started  for  about  60  days 
until  the  matter  with  ESPOSITO  was  cleared  up. 

ABATE  desired  to  know  if  TONI  ESPOSITO  was  losing  any 
money.  IRVING  told  ABATE  that  TONI  ESPOSITO  was  not  being  cheated 
out  of  any  money  and  that  he  did  not  intend  to  pay  ESPOSITO  anything.

IRVING  advised  that  ABATE  and  ESPOSITO  conversed  in  Italian 
about  the  matter.  ABATE  desired  ESPOSITO  to  sign  the  papers  releasing 
the  lien.  IRVING  stated  that  during  the  conversation  ABATE  suddenly 
slammed  his  hand  on  ESPOSITO0  s  desk  and  said  something  to  the  effect,, 
'■remember  your  daddy  and  my  daddy  belongsd  to  toe  same  clubK.  IRVING 
related  that  shortly  after  this  ESPOSITO  asked  IRVING  to  take  a  walk 
with  him.  He  and  ESPOSITO  went  for  a  cup  of  coffee  and  following 
this  ESPOSITO  signed  all  of  the  necessary  papers  releasing  the  lien.

interest  in  the  Social  Security  piano  Mr0  IRVING  related  that  in 
conisideration  of  p&st  services  by  ABATE j,  IRVING  would  pay  to  ABATE*, 
the  sum  of  $100 0  per  month  commencing  the  months  in  which  ABATE 
goes  to  Italy  and  to  continue  for  a  period  of  five  years  thereafter q 
It  had  been  calculated  by  Mr0  IRVING  that  in  this  manner a  Mro  ABATE 
would  have  an  income  until  he  reached  Social  Security  retirement

him  to  pay  ABATE  this  amount,,  IRVING  related  that  it  was  his  idea 
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and.  was  not  suggested  to  him  by  anyone,  He  further  stated  that  he 
believed  this  consideration  was  due  ABATE  in  view  of  ABATE  *s  past 
performance  for  him  at  the  Olive  Oil  Plant,

Behind 
this  counter  there  are  two  large  desks  and  a  large  safe 
which  measures  roughly  three  feet  on  each  side.  The  safe 
Is  identified  as  a  Herring-Hall-Marvin  safe,  which  is  believed 
to  be  of  a  three  tumbler  type.  Contained  on  the  walls  of 
this  space  were  three  signs  which  read:  (l)  Standard  Accident 
Insurance  Company  of  Milwaukee,  and  (3)  The  Fidelity  and 
Casualty  Company  of  New  York. 

The  center  section  of  this  space  contains  both  a 
storage  area  and  a  glass  and  wood  enclosed  office.  This  off¬ 
ice  contains  a  second  safe  of  similar  size  as  the  one  men¬ 
tioned  above,  as  well  as  a  desk  and  two  file  drawers.  The 
desk  contained  numerous  papers  and  appeared  to  be  in  current 
use.  The  storage  area  of  this  section  contained  35  cardboard 
cases  measuring  roughly  18"  x  30"  x  16".  These  cardboard  cases 
were  labeled  Cerva  Clive  Oil  and  bore  an  ink  stamp  of  the  Musco 
Company,  Oakland,  California.

In  San  Francisco  report  of  3A  Curtis  P.  Irwin 
dated  September  13,  1958,  captioned  "James  Joseph  Lanza — 
Anti-Racketeering"  (THF),  an  interview  with  J.  C,  Chiri, 

193  South  Bernardo  Avenuo,  .Mountain vie.;,  California,  on 
July  21,  1953,  was  set  forth.  During  the  course  of  this 
interview,  the  interviewing  Agents  apparently  brought  up  the 
subject  of  the  Mafia.  When  Chiri  stated  he  personally  did  not 
believe  there  was  such  an  organization,  it  was  reported  that 
the  Agents  stated,  "from  evidence  and  information  known  to 
Agents,  there  was  such  an  association,"  Since  this  appeared 
to  be  an  unwarranted  disclosure  of  Bureau  matters,  the 
San  Francisco  Office  was  instructed  in  Bulet  of  10/3/50  to 
submit  explanations  of  the  Agents  who  took  part  in  the 
interview  and  the  recommendations  of  the  SAC  relative  to 
possible  administrative  action.  By  letter  of  10/3/53,  SAC, 

San  Francisco,  advised  that  SA  Irwin  was  on  annual  leave  out 
of  the  division  until  10/27/58. 

By  letter  of  10/23/58,  the  SAC  forwards  a  memorandum 
submitted  by  SA  Curtis  P.  Irwin,  Jr,,  in  which  he  denies 
having  told  Chiri  that  the  .Mafia  exists.  The  Agent  explains 
that  the  inference  to  this  effect,  however,  could  be  logically 
drawn  from  the  manner  in  which  the  interview  was  reported. 

He  contends  that  what  he  intended  to  convey  in  the  report 
was  that  from  evidence  such  as  gang  killings,  business 
arrangements,  etc.,  and  information  known  to  Agents  as  well 
as  known  to  the  public  from  all  types  of  news  sources,  there 
appeared  to  be  some  type  of  organization,  association,  tie-in, 
or  working  a  greement  among  a  segment  of  the  Sicilian  element 
regardless  of  what  name  it  might  be  called. 

The  SAC  comments  that  since  this  misunderstanding 
resulted  from  the  awkward  manner  in  which  the  interview  was 
reported,  he  feels  that  it  should  be  scored  as  an  error  and 
that  no  additional  administrative  action  should  be  taken  against 
the  Agent. 

RECOMMENDATION  OF  INVESTIGATIVE  DIVISION; 


Since  questioned  statement  appears  to  have  been  a 
matter  of  awkward  reporting  rather  than  an  unwarranted  disclosure 
of  Bureau  matters,  as  first  feared,  and  since  no  dissemination 
has  been  made  of  the  report,  the  action  of  SAC,  San  Francisco, 
in  scoring  error  against  SA  Irwin  appears  justified  and  no 
further  administrative  action  is  recommended.

Itf  is  apparent  that  the 
inference  can  he  drawn  that  this  statement  refers  directly 
to  the  "Mafia".  In  view  of  this  possible  interpretation  of 
the  statement  as 'reported,  in  retrospect,  statement  should 
have  been  more  fully  explained  when  reported. 


Actually,  the  statement  as  made  to  CHIRI  was  to  the 
effect  that  from  evidence,  such  as  gang  killings,  business 
arrangements,  etc.  and  information  known  to  Agents  as  well  as 
known  to  the  public  from  all  types  of  news  sources,  there 
appeared  to  be  some  type  of  organization,  association,  tie-in, 
or  working  agreement  among  a  segment  of  the  Sicilian  element 
regardless  of  what  name  it  might  be  called.  The  first  sentence 
in  the  paragraph  in  which  the  questioned  sentence  is  recorded 
is:  "He  was  questioned  relative  to  the  organization  or 
association  which  some  call  ‘Mafia1".  In  reporting  as  recorded 
I  believed  that  the  questioned  statement  without  complete 
elaboration  would  be  interpreted  as  relating  to  an  "organi¬ 
zation  or  association"  which  some  call  "Mafia". 


The  statement  was  made  to  CHIRI  to  evoke  a  clear- 
cut  response  from  him.  I  did  not  state  in  any  manner  or 
infer  to  CHIRI  that  from  evidence  and  information  known  to 
Agents  there  was  a  Mafia. 

In  the  future  every  effort  will  be  made  to  eliminate 
any  such  statements  subject  to  different  interpretations  in 
reports.

v  In  July,  1958,  the  files  of  SALVATORs\lWrSRICOLA , 
aka.  TONY^FERRARO,  Number  2195,  Federal  Correctional'  insti- 
tution,  Malan,  Michigan,  were  reviewed,  and  it  was  determined 
that  Subject  as  SALVATORS  INTERICOLA  was  sentenced  September 
25,  1935,  USDC,  IDNY,  Brooklyn,  NewJIork,  to,  13  months  and 
fined  $100,  which  was  paid  for  violation  of  Internal  Revenue 
laws  (still),  sentence  beginning  1-lay  31,  1935. 

INTERICOLA  was  conditionally  released  from  the 
Federal  Correctional  Institution  on  April  12,  1936.  The  file 
reflects  that  Subject  ms  originally  arrested  for  instant 
violation  at  Hicksville,  New  York,  by  Nassau  County  Police 
Department.  He  was  transferred  to  the  Federal  Correctional 
Institution  at  Malan  from  the  United  States  Penitentiary  at 
Lewisburg,  Pennsylvania. 


|  _ jUnited  States  Treasury  Depart¬ 

ment,  Alcohol  and  Tobacco  Tax  Unit,  in  July,  1958,  advised 
that  his  records  reflect  the  arrest  of  SALVATORE  INTERNICOLA 
as  SALVATORErlNTENICOLA  on  February  6,  1937,  for  manufactur¬ 
ing  alcohol.*  Subject  was  released -on  $2,500  bail.  Later, 
Subject  jumped  bail,  and  his  bond  was  forfeited.  The  ATU 
File  reflects  that  INTERNICOLA  was  carridd  as  an  ATU  fugitive 
until  July  2l+,  19U6,  at  which  time  the  case  against  him  was 
dismissed  upon  a  recommendation  of  the  District  Attorney. 

SALVATORE  INTERNICOLA,  better  known  as  VITO  BRUNO, 
ms  interviewed  by  Special  Agents  of  the  San  Francisco  Office 
of  the  Federal  Bureau  of  Investigation  on  December  10,  1958, 
at  which  time  VITO'  BRUNO  admitted  that  his  true  name  was 
SALVATORE  INTERNICOLA,  born  December_28,_  l8.95,_in  Veto  Province 
of_Tra.pa.ni,  Italy.  He  added  that  he  arrived  in  the  United 
States  at  New  York  City  in  1912  and  went  directly  to  live 
with  his  brother,  JOE  vINTERNICOLA ,  at  Long  Island,  New  York. 

VETO  BRUNO  during  the  interview  confirmed  all  of 
his  arrests  as  set  forth  on  the  identification  record. 

During  Eihe  interview,  BRUNO  related  that  after  his 
arrest  in  1937  in  Brooklyn,  New  York,  for  operating  a  still, 
he  was  released  on  bond.  He  claimed  that  because  he  had  no 
money  for  an  attorney,  he  left  Brooklyn,  New  York,  and  came 
to  San  Francisco  and  changed  his  name  to  V$T0  BRUNO.

BRUIIO 
lias  had  various  types  of  employment,  but  since  1951  j  has 
principally  been  employed  as  a  laborer  or  clean-up  man  for 
several  of  the  large  lithograph  firms  in  the  San  Francisco 
area.  Since  1953,  VITO  BRUIIO  has  maintained  his  residence 
at  II4.I4.9  Powell  Street  San  Francisco.  However,  BRUIIO  con¬ 
tinues  to  maintain  his  mailing  address  in  care  of  Lanza 
Brothers,  559  Tfashington  Street,  San  Francisco,  California.

Bay  Area  for  many  years,  having  operated  in. this  area 
in  the  prohibition  era  in  the  bootlegging  racket.  He 
was  in  the  legitimate  liquor  business  in  the  San 
Francisco  -  Bay  Area  immediately  following  the  repeal 
of  prohibition  for  six  or  seven  years.  From  195>0  to 
about  195k.  he  held  interests  in  legal  gambling  clubs 
in  Das  Vegas,  Nevada.

R.  WAGNER  and  RICHARD  J.  McMULLEN  interviewed  PIETRO 
TERRANOVA,  3983  Seven  Hins  Road  (old  number  7^25) , 

Castro  vally,  California.  TERRANOVA  advised  that  he  is 
a  Sicilian  by  birth  but  has  resided  in  the  United 
States  since  19281.  He  said  that  from  about  1928 
until  about  1 91+3  he  lived  in  New  York  City,  were  he 
was  a  salesman  for  various  food  produce  companies. 

He  related  his  last  employment  was  as  a  salesman  for 
the  Granzoni  Macaroni  Company,  which  was  operated 
by  a  man  named  CORTINA,  whose  first  name  he  did  not 
recall.  He  related  that  when  he  moved  to  the  San 
Francisco  area  in  about  1943  he  was  told  by  CORTINA 
to  "say  hello!1'  to  JAMES  EANZA  in  San  Francisco. 

He  related  that  he  stopped  In  to  see  LANZA  after 
arriving  in  the  Bay  Area,  but  LANZA  treated  him  coldly. 
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He  claimed  that  he  did  not  see  LANZA  again  until 
about  seven  years  ago  when  he  started  to  work  for  the 
Grande  Cheese  Company,  of  one. Main  Street,  Fond  du  Lac, 
Wisconsin.  He  explained  that  this  company  is  owned 
by  JOHN  DiBELLA,  who  was  a  family  friend  of  LANZA, 

At  the  suggestion  of  DiBELLA,  he  again  visited  LANZA, 
and  since  that  contact  has  kept  in  touch  v/ith  him  off 
and  on  since  that  time.  He  said  that  he  last  saw 
LANZA  about  one  week  befdre,  the  interview  when  he 
dropped  off  a  piece  of  cheese  for  a  Christmas  present. 
He  claimed  that  he  had  not  seen  LANZA  previous  to  that 
time  for  about  nine  or  ten  months. 


TERRAHOVA  stated  that  he  considered  LANZA, 
whom  he  referred  to  as  "Mr.  Jimmy"  to  be  a  respectable 
businessman  who  has  never  given  him  any  indication 
of  being  engaged  in  any  illegal  activities.

He  recalled  that  about  two  years  ago 
T  JJJ-tiS  LANZA  mentioned  to  him  that  he  had  been  in  New 
%  York  for  two  or  three  days  in  connection  v/ith  the 
death  of  his  brother-in-law.  LANZA  did  not  tell 
TERRANOVA  how  he  traveled  or  who,  if  anyone,  went  v/ith 
him,  andmade  no  mention  of  having  been  anywhere  other 
than  New  York  City. 

TERRANOVA  related  that  during  World  War^ LANZA 
managed  an  olive  oil  plant  in  Lindsay,  California.  \i/hich 
was  reportedly  I  ~~1  or  similar  name 

of  Schroeder  Brothers,  New  York,  a  food  processing 
firm.  He  said  that  he  believed  it  was  possible  that 
LANZA  actually  owned  the  company,  but  was  not  sure.

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Re  VITO  BRUNO.  The  FBI  Identification  Division, 
through  a  comparison  of  the  fingerprints  of  VITO  BRUNO 
taken  in  1940  by  the  San  Francisco  Police  Department 
with  fingerprints  on  file  in  the  Identification  Division, 
determined  that  the  fingerprints  of  VITO  BRUNO  were 
identical  with  the  fingerprints  of  SALVATORE  INTERNICOLA, 
aka,  FBI  No.  451367.  The  identification  record  disclosed 
arrests  and  convictions  for  counterfeiting  and  violation 
of  the  alcoholic  tax  laws. 


VITO  BRUNO,  when  interviewed  on  December  10,  1958, 
by  SAs  HERBERT  K.  MUDD,  JR.  and  CURTIS  P.  IRWIN,  JR., 
admitted  all  of  his  arrests  set  forth  on  the  FBI 
identification  record.

Treasury  Department,  Alcohol  and  Tobacco. Tax  Unit,  (ATU), 
New  York  City,  New  York,  advised  in  July  1958  that 
records  available  to  him  reflected  the  arrest  of 


SALVATORE  INTERNICOLA  as  SALVATORE  INTENICOLA  on  February 
8,  1937 »  for  manufacturing  alcohol.  INTERNICOLA  was 
released  on  $2,500.00  bail.  Later  INTERNICOLA  Jumped 
bail  and  his  bond  was  forfeited.  The  ATU  file  reflects 
that  INTERNICOLA  was  carried  as  an  ATU  fugitive  until 
July  24,  1946,  at  which  time  the  case  against  him  was 
dismissed  upon  a  recommendation  of  the  District  Attorney.

As  has  been  previously  established,  VITO  BRUNO 
is  an  associate  of  Subject.  As  noted  above  BRUNO  was 
interviewed  on  December  10,  1958  by  Bureau  Agents. 

Among  other  things  at  the  time  of  the  interview  BRUNO 
was  questioned  concerning  his  association  with  Subject* 
BRUNO  stated  that  his  true  name  is  SALVATORE  INTERNICOLA . 
He  advised  that  he  arrived  in  the  United  States  from 
Italy  at  New  York  City  in  1912.  He  related  that  while 
in  New  York  City  he  met  FRANCISCO  LANZA,  who  owned  and 
operated  a  wholesale  grocery  business.  He  related  that 
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both  he  and 


worked  for 


FRANCISCO  LANZA  but  he  could  not  recall  the  length 
of  time  or  the  approximate  dates  they  were  employed. 
He  commented  that  he  was  aware  of  the  fact  that 
FRANCISCO  LANZA  left  New  York  City  and  moved  to 
California,  however,  he  could  not  recall  when  LANZA 
moved  from  New  York  to  California. 


BRUNO  stated  that  when  he  was  arrested  in 
1937  for  operating  a  still  in  Brooklyn,  New  York  and 
released  on  bail  he  did  not  have  any  money.  He  stated 
that  since  he  did  not  have  any  money  to  pay  for  an 
attorney  he  left  Brooklyn,  New  York  and  came  to  San 
Francisco,  California.  BRUNO  advised  that  he  was 
arrested  under  the  name  of  SALVATORE  INTERNICOLA 
but  changed  his  name  to  VITO  BRUNO  after  he  came 
to  San  Francisco,  California.  He  stated  that  he 
did  not  know  anyone  in  San  Francisco  when  he  arrived 
in  San  Francisco.  However,  he  recalled  that  FRANCISCO 
LANZA  had  come  to  California  from  New  York  City  and  he 
thought  possibly  FRANCISCO  LANZA  might  be  in  San 
Francisco.  As  a  result  he  checked  the  telephone 
directory  for  the  name  of  FRANCISCO  LANZA,  called  some 
numbers  and  thereby  located  FRANCISCO  LANZA.  At  the 
time  FRANCISCO  LANZA  xva$  along  with  other  individuals, 
building  the  Exposition  Fish  Grotto,  a  seafood  restaurant 
on  Fisherman's  Wharf.  BRUNO  related  that  he  went  to 
work  for  LANZA  as  a  clean-up  man  at  the  Exposition  Fish 
Grotto.  He  worked  for  FRANCISCO  LANZA  for  approximately 
two  months  at  which  time  FRANCISCO  LANZA  died. 


BRUNO  related  that  FRANCISCO  LANZA  knew  him  In 
New  York  as  SALVATORE  INTERNICOLA.  In  San  Francisco  he 
was  using  the  name  of  VITO  BRUNO,  however,  BRUNO  stated 
that  FRANCISCO  LANZA  did  not  know  that  he  was  a  fugitive 
from  justice  at  the  time.  BRUNO  claimed  to  offer  no 
explanation  to  FRANCISCO  LANZA  for  the  use  of  different 
names.  BRUNO  claimed  that  no  one  in  San  Francisco  knew 
he  was  a  fugitive.  He  claimed  that  the  only  one  who 
actually  knew  that  he  was  a  fugitive  and  knew  of  the 
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change  of  names  was  | _ |  in 

Brooklyn,  New  York,  whom  he  advised  of  the  change  of 
names  by  letter.  BRUNO  related  that  while  working  for 
FRANCISCO  LANZA,  FRANCISCO  LANZA  introduced  him  to  his 
sons,  JAMES  and  ANTHONY  LANZA,  who  were  operating  the 
Lanza  Bros.,  559  Washington  Street,  San  Francisco.  Also 
at  that  time  FRANCISCO  LANZA  was  using  the  Washington  . 
Street  address  as  a  business  address.  BRUNO  stated 
that  he  asked  FRANCISCO  LANZA  if  he  could  U3e  the  559 
Washington  Street  address  as  his  mailing  address  in 
view  of  the  fact  he  would  be  living  in  various  rooming 


houses  around  town.  FRANCISCO  LANZA  told  him  that  he 
could  use  that  address  for  his  mailing  address. 


After  FRANCISCO  LANZA'S  death  he  related  that 
he  continued  to  work  for  a  short  time  at  the  Exposition 
Fish  Grotto.  He  stated  that  since  FRANCISCO  LANZA  gave 
him  permission  to  use  559  Washington  Street  as  a  mail¬ 
ing  address  he  has  continued  until  this  date  using  that 
address  as  his  mailing  address.  He  related  that  JAMES 
and  ANTHONY  LANZA,  after  the  death  of  their  father, 
continued  to  permit  him  to  use  that  address  for  mailing 
purposes.  He  stated  that  he  had  always  found  it  con¬ 
venient  since  he  lived  in  various  rooming  houses  around 
the  area.

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BRUNO  related  that  he  considers  the  Lanza  Brothers 
to  be  his  friends.  However,  he  claims  that  they  have  never 
discussed  their  business  with  him  and  he  has  no  information 
about  their  business.  As  far  as  he  knows  they  are  engaged 
in  the  olive  oil  business  as  brokers  and  in  the  insurance 
business.  He  also  admitted  that  they  are  active  in  the 
stock  market.  BRUNO  related  that  he  had  absolutely  no 
information  indicating  to  him  that  Subjoct  had  over  been 
engaged  in  any  illegal  activity. 
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ARTHUR  A.  CELLINI,  105  West  Monterey,  Stockton, 
California,  was  re-interviewed  on  November  25,  195°  (since 
deceased)  by  SAs  PRANK  R.  WARNER  and  CURTIS  P.  IRWIN,  JR. 
Among  other  things,  CELLINI  was  specifically  interviewed 
in  regard  to  the  discussions  at  SAM  SAN  PELIPO's  ranch  at 
Waterford,  California  in  1951,  which  has  been  previously 
set  forth.  It  is  noted  that  this  discussion  was  in  regard 
to  SAM  SAN  PEL IPO  and  ANDREA  GUSMANO  attempting  to  telephon- 
ically  contact  someone  in  the  Bay  Area  regarding  difficulty 
among  GUSMANO,  SAN  PELIPO  and  CELLINI.  CELLINI  furnished 
in  ■substance  the  same  information  vihich  he  had  previously 
furnished.  However,  he  was  questioned  for  more  details. 

He  advised  that  SAN  PELIPO  and  GUSMANO  attempted  to  make 
the  first  call  as  he  recalled,  between  2  and  3  PM.  He 
recalled  that  they  were  calling  tiro  separate  numbers. 

Both  of  the  telephone  nails  were  placed  by  numbers  only 
and  no  names  were  being  used.  They  were  unable  to  make 
contact  initially  at  either  number.  He  stated  ho  had 
no  way  of  knowing  or  learning  the  identity  of  either 
party  they  were  trying  to  contact.  However,  he  recalls 
that  in  the  afternoon  at  the  house  one  of. the  parties 
mentioned  as  being  one  they  were  trying  to  contact,  was 
a  cousin  of  TONY  LIMA.

The  following  investigation  was  conducted  at  Boyer- 
town,  Pennsylvania,  by  SA  1  | 

Mr.  VINCENT  J.  NASO,  1 30I4-  East  Wyomissing  Boulevard, 
Reading,  Pennsylvania,  owner  of  the  Osan  Manufacturing  Company, 
Inc.,  320  South  Washington  Street,  Boyertown,  Pennsylvania, 
advised  as  follows  on  March  20,  1959: 

He,  VINCENT  NASO,  is  a  brother-in-law  of  JAMES 
LANZA,  subject  being  married  to  his  sister,  JOSEPHINE,  since 
about  1929.  However,  he  and  LANZA  have  met  on  only  a  few 
occasions,  and  all  but  one  were  several  years  ago  when  VINCENT 
NASO  was  in  the  Army  stationed  in  California  and  spent  several 
weekends  at  the  home  of  his  sister  and  her  husband.  In  the 
last  ten  years  he  has  seen  subject  only  during  one  period  of 
about  four  days  in  September,  1957. 

Mr.  NASO  advised  that  he  actually  knows  nothing 
about  the  activities  of  LANZA,  but  has,  of  course,  heard 
rumors  from  time  to  time.

JOSEPHINE  LANZA,  wife  of  the  subject,  is  a  few  years 
older  than  VINCENT  NASO,  and  he  is  the  youngest. 

VINCENT  NASO  related  that  he  and  his  brother-in- 
law  STEPHEN  (EMILY’S  deceased  husband)  at  one  time  had  the 
Northampton  Pants  Factory,  but  sold  it  out  and  set  up  operations 
at  the  Osan  Manufacturing  Company,  a  corporation  wholly  owned 
by  the  two  at  their  present  location  several  years  ago.  This 
concern  makes  men’s  slacks  on  order  for  several  concerns,  and 
they  put  out  nothing  under  their  own  brand.  They  turn  out 
about  5,000  pairs  of  slacks  weekly  when  busy. 

VINCENT  NASO  stated  that  he  and  his  brother-in-law 
had  an  agreement  that  if  anything  happened  to  one,  the  other 
would  have  the  business,  but  when  STEPHEN  died  there  was  no 
such  provision  in  his  will.  Instead  everything  was  left  to 
his  widow,  either  directly  or  in  trust  with  her  for  the  two 
chi Idren. 


STEPHEN  and  EMILY  NASO  had  two  children,  MARYANN, 
now  the  wife  of  JOSEPH  AUGELLO  (previously  mentioned),  and 
BENEDICT  NASO.  BENEDICT  NASO,  VINCENT  advised,  is  a  mental 
case.  He  had  been  confined  at  the  Allentown  State  Hospital

VINCENT  NASO  recalls  meeting  him  at  a  New  York  airport,  but 
does  not  recall  which  one.

VINCENT  NASO  stated  that  if  LANZA  returned  to  the 
East  since  that  time,  he  is  not  aware  of  it. 

Mr.  NASO  advised  that  the  estate  of  STEPHEN  NASO 
consisted  mainly  of  the  home  in  Reading,  Pennsylvania,  his 
interest  in  the  Boyertown,  Pennsylvania,  plant  and  the  balance  be 

in  cash  and  stocks.  EMILY  NASO,  the  widow,  was  the  executor  hie 

and  Reading,  Pennsylvania,  attorney,  was 

the  administrator.  EANZA  had  nothing  whatsoever  to  do  with 
the  estate  or  its  administration  and  at  the  time  he  was  in 
Reading,  the  will  was  not  even  probated  as  yet.  At  first  he 
related,  his  sister  was  undecided  whether  to  retain  her  interest 
in  the  Os  an  Manufacturing  Company  or  sell  out  and  he  did  not 
press  her  for  a  decision.  It  was  about  two  months  later 
that  she  finally  decided  to  sell  her  interest  to  VINCENT,  • 
and  shortly  after  that  she  went  to  Tucson  to  join  her  daughter. 

The  body  of  her  husband  has  since  been  removed  from  New  York 
and  reinterred  in  a  Tucson  cemetery. 

VINCENT  NASO  claimed  that  he  is  not  personally 
acquainted  with  RUSSELL  BUFALINO,  Pittston,  Pennsylvania, 
and  would  not  know  this  man  if  he  saw  him.  If  they  are 
related  in  any  way,  no  matter  how  distantly,  he  is  una\i?are 
of  it.  All  he  knows  of  BUFALINO  is  what  he  has  read  in  the 
papers,  and  if  BUFALINO  was  present  at  STEPHEN  NASO’s  funeral 
he  was  unaware  of  it.
